Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-13 are allowed. See Final Rejection of 6/11/08 for the reasons for 
allowance of claims 2 and 3. Claims 1 and 7 require the electrolyte to have only first, 
second, third and fourth sides. This amendment overcomes the prior art of record 
because the electrolyte of Fujii has six sides (see Figures). There is no motivation in 
Fujii to modify the electrolyte to have only four sides.
